DANGERS OF STEAMBOAT TRAV- 
ELING. 

It is oin ol the prnisoworlliy euaraeteiistics 
kf the Jtogliih people that thoy adopt evsry 
poasiblt aafegoard for ibe protection of pub- 
lic life. There ii nut a means by winch (he 
individual may bo endangered — whether 
traveling mi railway or rn steamboat — 01 
workiug al an; of the numerous ooeupations 
iaimioal lo health or life, hut is ruefully 
lutrounded by a network •( protection. In 
uavr countries tha iudividoal lite, which 
ought on all principles ol economy to be 
more valuable than in old sues, on account 
of its iniulfioieiicy lo meet the domand ol ua- 
lure, it, stranga lo say, estimated at a mucb 
lower figure. In America, whore a mau is 
probably of greater valna to himself and to 
the comaiuuity amongst winch ha resides, 
than he ia in auy other part of the world, hia 
• aitleoce ia actually valued Jean. We do not in- 
land going into the oaus.es of thin apparent 
anomaly, but wish to show how rapidly wo 
aie following — tiny, going beyond — our neigh- 
bora' diitegard of public life. We have at 
piesent eleven steamers, the majority of 
luam high-pressure, plying belweeu this and 
wilier porta, and yet we ate ao imperfectly 
provided with a means of les'.ing the eu- 
giaesra ae well as the engines aud 
boiler*, that hundreds i .1 our ciliisna 
ui»y al auy tune be blown into eternity 
through ihe ignorance ol the men in charge 
mI the aiaeliinery of the vessels. It is surely 
titue tout our legislators should look lo Ihe 
uiftimr, when it is Liiowu that there are now | 
men tilling the positions of engineers on soma ^ 
ui oat boals who Know nothing more of the 
Italian than may he picked up casually by I 
•tokens, It is bat a week or iwo ago that 
uttr community was honibed by an accouul 
ui the explosion ol the Sacramento river boat 
— the Washoe. On that occasion upwanla ', 
ol one hundred people were killed and nunt- j 
tiers of others injured lor life. 'I'h a terrible 
lesson, however, will pass away, as have 
thuae whioh were taught by the fearful 
ealasttopbes iu our own waters not many 
years balk— the explosions ol ihe Yale and 
Cariboo— and we shall probably take no 
need, but go on slumbering over the mine 
that is long since laid, and which may at 
auy moment be touched by the torch of in- 
competency or neglect. 

We cannot, however, afford to wait uoul 
another steamboat explosion occurs. We 
moat, like sensible people, prevent by all 
possible means ihe recurrence of such casual* 
lies. We in u h t have a system that will not 
leave uur atoumboal boileis 'lo imperfect in- 
spection, nor our 6teanibo.it engines lo bo at 
tended to by men who scarcely know the 
difference between the piston and tho safety- 
valve. VVe want a Hoard of Examination 
befere which, iu the first place, steamboat 
inspectors will have to undergo a teat of their 
eapneity, and which will question narrowly 
■he elaima of every person who aspired to act 
as engiueer. Until we hove this saleguard, 
steamboat travelling in thane waters will he, 
aa it has been in the past, nucet'tain and 
dangerous. We do not make those remarks 
Wa disparage the engineers of our steam 
vessels generally, bul lo protect the public 
against the few who may he incompetent ; 
nor do we seek lo destroy confidence 
ia the judgment al the steamboat 
inspector : hut rather to have his ability, 
like that ol the engineers, tested, aud his 
duties marked out more definitely. At pres- 
ent the amount uud description ui inspection

A Calm Opinion or the Leech Ivivkr 
Mines. — A Cariboo miner who returnei 
yesterday from a vvcek : s visit to Leech 
ri^cr, gives us n dispassionate opiuioti of the 
value of the mines. He says that no work 
of any extent will bo carried od tins winter, 
but firmly believes that n xt season the 
whole river lor a dialanoe of nine or ten 
miles will average large wages. It will bo 
(loeessary however to llumo the whole 
stream. Ha saw two men working in a hole 
in the bed of tho stream, about scren feet 
deep, one baling out the writer nnd another 
shoveling tho dirt, and every time the wator 
was lowered by a panful being lifted the gold 
could be seen glittering among the gravel on 
'the bottom. The miners, however, could not 
keep the water low enough to enablo them 
to work. »A number of men were working in 
the benches, but our intormant did not fee 
anything lo justify the expectation of exten- 
sive diggings. A great many Chinamen were 
at work on the lower Sooke river, and mining 
in the most approved manner, putting to 
shame, according to our informant, the um- 
jorily of the while miners on the more 
luvored I.oecli river. On Wolf creek, there 
uie ly men who have taken up claims A 
short distance below are two dry gulches, 
which our informant is sati.slied will prove 
equally as rich ns either I.oech or U'oll rivuis 
were there n supply ul Wale! sufficient to 
work them This want will, bniv-rer, be 
abundantly remedied in a lew weeks, when 
the fall rains set in.

The oominittee appointed for the purpose 
of investigating the subject ol education, 
will) a view to its promotion in this colony, 
after giving the subject of Free Schools llieir 
careful consideration, have come lo iho fol- 
lowing conclusions ; 

1st. That there Bhould bo established in 
this colony a system of froo schools, con- 
ducted by thoroughly competent truinod 
teaabcrs, wherein the intellectual, physical, 
and moral training would ba such as to mako 
the sohools attractive to all daises of the 
ji"ople. 

2nd. That in a community such as Ibis, 
where religious opinions nre so diversified, 
and where tho benefits of a woll-devised edu- 
cational system should bo extended lo all. 
Ihe reading of the biblo or the inculcation of 
religious dogmas in free schools would bo 
tin advisable, 

Srd. It is to be regretted that no perman- 
ent fund for school purposes has yet boon 
created by tho selling a part of certain por- 
tions of Crown lauds in each distriot. But 
us tho Legislature has no control over these 
lands, your committee would recommend 
your Honorable House to address His Excol- 
lency Ihe Governor, praying tint such pro- 
vision may now bo made in tho soltled and 
other districts ol the colony in view of pre- 
sent and future requirements. 

■lih. That an appropriation bo made annu- 
ally out of the general revenue for Iho es- 
tablishment nnd maintenance of Free schools' 
in the settled districts of the colony, and in 
the City of Victoria. 

5th. That in Ihe present stage of develop- 
ment ol the colony the following is submitted 
its the mnjJT appropriate method ol inaugura- 
ting and carrying out a system of Free 
Schools. 

I. That a I ieueral Board of Kducution con 
sifting of nine persons should be appointed 
by the Liovernor in Council. 

II, That'llie appointment of a paid Superin-

Dr. Helmcken proposed that there should 
bu no appeal ill oases below 850. If n poor 
man had a case against s rich man. Ihe latter 
might carry it to Iho higher courts, and force 
his poorer opponent to follow him. 

Mr. DeCosraos said there was also danger 
in allowing no appeal, through the vindio- 
tiveness or error of tho judge. 

Dr. Tolmio thought there should be no ap- 
peal in small eases. 

Tho House decided to grant no power of 
appeal in small cases. Tho resolutions were 
then passed with amendments ns follows : 

'' That a Bill ho brought in authorising 
Justices of the Pence to henr nnd determine 
suitB for debt for 359 and under, and Stipen- 
diary Justices fur 3250 nnd under. 

" That there shall be no appeal in cases 
under S50. 

" That provision ba made in such Bill for 
machinery, including trial by jury, to enable 
Justices of tho Peace to hoar and determine 
such suits. 

" That provision be made for appeal tu the 
Court above.

— An im- 
portant meeting of the magistrates of iho 
counties of Norfolk and Lincolnshire has 
been held nt the Globe Hotel, King's Lynn, 
lor the purpose of defining the boundaries of 
the counties of Norfolk and Lincelnsliire in 
the huge tract of land ended Wingland. It 
appeared that the reclaimed land proposed 
tube divided consisted of about 5,000 uorss 
actually brought under oultivation, and about 
1 ,000 acres cs yet only partially reclaimed.
